Western Man Produces Ulant Plaiita. 

California has another wondeiful 
plant wizard whose pi od net ions are 
at the moment amazing the scienti- 
fic world, lie is Richard Dienet 
and he believes that both plant and 
animal life may be Increased by 
the process ho has discovered though 
he has done very little with animals. 
Experimenting with plants comes 
natural to him, for he began as early 
as 14 years of ago in his home in the 
Harlz Mountains, to cross plants 
and see what he could produce 
At 17 he began to notice that, cer- 
tain plants increased in size through 
crossing, but it took him 15 years to 
master the process. 

In the meant imo ho emigrated to 
Kngland, where ho practiced horti- 
culture for several years, moving 
horn there to Costa Rica, from 
which point he exported orchids to 
all parts of the world. In 1904 he 
came to America, went to California 
and began the gieat work which 
has developed so under his wire. 
His experimental nursery is located 
near the town of Kent field, in a 
sheltered valley in the shadow of 
the famous Mt. Tainalpais. Here 
he is undisturbed and he spends 
his whole time in working over the 
enlarging of plants Some of the 
results are most interesting and will 
probably foi in the basis for Im- 
portant agricultural development in 
the United Stiites. 

Among the things that ho has 
accomplished is the onlargingof the 
petunia. Most of his work is with 
llowois, ho having done nothing with 
vegetables until after the wartuoko 
out In the latter part of the year 
1915, Congressman William Kent 
urged him to experiment with vego 
tables, and with Kent's, linancial aid 
he ilid so 

His most valuable conttihulion 
to the woild is probably his work 
with vegetables, lie has developed 
perfect and blight loss tomatoes 
weighing as much as three pounds 
apiece. The average weight, he 
says, is one pound, but the remark- 
able part about thorn is that they 
are appearently immune from 
blight, and are nearly 100 per cent 
perfect. While beans have grown 
to the size of birds' eggs undot bis 
care and he so increased the size of 
potatoes that a single tuber will 
food a family of 15. And not only 
has he enlarged these various plants 
but he has also increased Hieir yield. 
During the early years of the war 
he perfected his marvelous " Liberty 
Wheat," planting 18 pounds to the 
acre instead of the usual 60, and 
reaping a yield of 150 bushels per 
acre as against the 25 or 30 which 
results from the average crop. 

His experiments with animals 
have not been carried out so far. 
Mr. Dienor has, however, produced 
a rOOSter weighting ton pounds, 
about the si/.o of the Thanksgiving 
turkey. There is no tolling what 
ho may accomplish when ho directs 
his attention to the enlarging of 
fowls, but he believes that even- 
tually he will produce ohlokens as 
large as ostriches. 



An interesting development in 
the work is the discovery, by Mr. 
Dlener, that tie is able likewise 
to diminish the size of the plants and 
animals. His experiments have 
proven this, but he has not done 
much, so far, to develop it, as the 
benefits of increasing have so far 
outweighed those of decreasing the 
size. 

Dtener says it is all done by 
scientific crossing. It requires four 
generations of cross-breeding and 
careful scientific selection to develop 
the big flowers and plants. The 
exact process he declines to divulge 
at present, not because he wishes to 
keep it secret, hut because ho re 
fused to impart such knowledge ox 
cept through careful personal teach- 
ing. He has offered the United 
States Government his servies as 
an instructor of a class of young 
horticulturists who are willing to 
spread the benefits of his experi- 
ments, and it is more than likely 
that a Federal experiment station 
will be established at Kent field in 
I lie near future. 

During the course of recent inter 
view regarding his work Mr. Die- 
nor said : 

" I believe that I have conclusive- 
ly proved that any variety of plant, 
fruit, flower or grain, or any variety 
of animal, can bo enlarged at will, 
and the process can be repeated un- 
til that, size is obtained which is 
most desired for continuous use 
In plants it takes only our cross to 
double the size of the parents 
In animals I have had opportunity 
10 try it on chickens only, and it 
takes two crosses to bring the same 
result. So I am sure it works with 
animals as with plants, in which 1 
have tried it a thousand different 

ways. Another Interesting faol Is 

is that by reversing the process I 
can make plants smaller with each 
crossing. 

" Fifteen years of constant ex 
peiiment was required to work out 
this process to such a point of per- 
fect ion that I could be confident of 
results. This confidence now ex- 
tends to certainty as to result 

which will be obtained from certain 

proposed crossings, as to size, from 

or color." 
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What is good teaching and what 
are the essential characteristics of a 
good teacher? These are questions 
that one often asks himself and the 
answers yary according to the in- 
dividual. Yet all unite on some re- 
quisites he should possess. 

Let us put aside, for the present, 
the consideration of the fundament- 
al principles of right living, such as 
Christian character, the duties one 
owes to himself and to society and 
all the requisites of good citizenship, 
and consider the subject from a 
classroom point of view. 

There are some things that every 
child should know, no matter what 
his station in life, and the study of 
these should occupy his mind until 
he is ten or twelve years old. They 
are the well-known subjects such as 
Reading, Writing and Arithmetic, 
but more important than these and 
antedating them should be the fix- 
ing in children of correct habits of 
thinking. 

Teach first concentration of 
thought. It is true that a child is 
incapable of thinking intensely for 
any length of time, but let the 
teacher recognize this and not weary 
his mind, but gradually lengthen the 
period of intense thought as the 
child will bear it. 

Then strengthen the memory. 
Childhood is the time desiguedby 
nature that the memory should be 
developed, so systematically apply 
yourself extending its grasp. Then 
it naturally follows that the proper 
subjects that a child should think 
about be presented to him. Follow- 
ing that teach logic, not the formal 
textbook logic but the orderly de- 
velopment of a subject. When a 
child is old enough to read the 
papers, teach him how to do it. 

Hring him to see the relative value 
of things. The writer knew a teach- 
er in the public school who requir- 
ed first year high school pupils to 
bring into the class every day three 
items culled from the morning news- 
paper. Before the end of the term 
they had learned to read the daily 
papers intelligently and in some 
cases more intelligently than the 
older members of the family. — West- 
em Pennsylvanian.

She was connected 
with the Institution at Olatbe, 
Kansas, for fourteen years, the first 
seven as a teacher and seven years as 
Superintendent of the School. 

he was married to Judge J. Ralph 
Herman, a newspaper man and an 
attorney, who died in 1K96. 

Mrs. Herman's death was indirect- 
ly the result of worry and devotion 
to the pupils of the school during 
the epidemic of influenza in the win- 
ter of 1 91 H. Her health broke down 
under the strain, and after a pro- 
longed illness death supervened. 



The Schools for the Deaf in Belgium 
During the War. 

Now it has been possible to learn 
how the schools for the deaf lu Bel 
gium fared (luting the war. Thus it 
has become known that all com- 
munication between the institutions 
was absolutely broken, except 
through the mail, and all informa- 
tion gathered abont foreign countries 
and domestic affairs could only l)e 
had through German newspapers, 
whose lies no one cared to read. 

The schools, of course, had a lot 
of troubles ami difficulties to deal 
with, but the school at Herchen was 
only closed during October and 
November, 1914. Five of the 
school's teachers were in the war 
and every one of them came back. 
Except for Hie iuterniption above 
mentioned, the work went on as us- 
ual, both in the class-rooms and 
workshops. The pupils were both 
clothed and fed through official 
channels duriog the whole occupa- 
tion period, and some even through 
smuggling. 

The children were given, every 
morning, a short resume of the war, 
with the result that they hated the 
Germans with all their souls — a 
thing they in no way laid a damper 
on when they mot some of the 
" spike heads." 

One Sunday afternoon, when some 
of the older pupils were out on a 
hike outside the town, a poor worn 
an mixed in with them on 1 he return 
to the school, carrying a sack of 
potatoes for Iter small children. She 
was detected by a German soldier, 
who wanted to take away the Sack 
of potatoes, but a big deaf boy inter- 
fered, and the rest of the children 
made a circle around the soldier, 
and in this way the woman was en 
ahled to make her escape with the 
precious spuds. 

Every institute suffered during 
the occupation ; most, however, 
those at Brugge and Brouge. The 
priest at the Hrouge School was 
court martialed and shot, after 
•re torture, because the 
Germans found a numbei of 
machine guns at his home which the 
Belgian soldiers had left when they 
fled from the onrushing Germans. 

The institute at Anvets was re- 
quisitioned for the use of the Red 
Cross, from the very start of the 
war, as a hospital. After the bom- 
bardment in October, 1914, the in- 
stitute moved to hospitable Hol- 
land, but moved back again in a 
few weeks; bat the class-room work 
did not reopen until in February, 
1915, and then many of the pupils 
did not show up. Immediately 
after the war started it was almost 
impossible to obtain clothes for the 
pupils or to procure the necessary 
rood. The Germans took all the 
metal ; also the matresses, linen, 
wood, etc. Only three deaths 
occurred during the war and these 
were caused by the influenza, io 
1918 

A teacher of the deaf at Maeseyck, 
was upon suspicion sentenced to 
years' imprisonment as a spy, 
and was moved to Germany, where 
he died, broken both mentally and 
bodily. 

The deaf, as a rule, managed quite 

well in comparison with the rest of 

the people. Some of them were

Friends, we regret this delay with 
hotel rates, but it could not be help- 
ed. We are on the job now for 
good, so just make your wants 
known — two cents will do it. 

Take heed. It is impossible for us 
to reserve rooms in private families 
now, and it is not wise to wait. 

There is another convention in 
town the same date as onrs, with 
the same 'headquarters. No more 
single rooms are to be had at the 
Statler, so make up a party of three, 
four or five, and we can get you a 
room at the headquarters. The list- 
ed hotels will help you to make an- 
other selection. 

The hotel suggests that if possible 
try to arrive on Sunday, they have a 
larger fluctuation in rooms on that 
day. If you can't, and have made 
reservations, you will get your room. 
Perhaps not the minute you get]there, 
as guests do not always check off in 
the morning. 

Railroad rates from various points 
will be out as soon as we can get 
the information. One agent of a large 
line told us it was a lot of unneces- 
sary work that he would not do, 
that the information could be obtain- 
ed much better at home stations. 
Others are getting the rates for us. 
The new tariff rates make some de- 
lay for them too, as all have not re- 
ceived their tourist rates for the 
summer. 

Meals cost about the same here as 
any other place. Coffee is 5 cents 
per cup. Some places 7 cents. 
Meat orders, 25, 30, 40, 50 cents, 
up — according to what you order, 
some serve potato with this, some 
do not, and so on through it all.

The people, 
however, will choose the man best 
111 led for President from among 
(hose mentioned, to guide the ship 
of state, and wheu that is over the 
country will be the leader of the 
pat Ions of the world. He referred 
to the troubles Mexico has given 
this couutry under the present 
obstinate ruler, Carranza, and the 
unhappy condition of its people for 
many years, brought on by the 
greed of a few. A change however 
is coming, aud in due time the 
people down there will have peace 
when they select the right men to 
govern them. Education will go 
far to do that.

A Thirteen Month Calendar.
